Good day, Ivan Demyanovich,

I decided to write you and thank you for the \ 
advice to repatriate* I followed your advice and was 
very well received. In general everyone is treated Well, 
especially those who come voluntarily. Now I am at a 
collection point and I await being s ent to the Fatherland, 
They have helped me tc look for my wife and son and so I 
hope to be with my f airily soon. ( Agent's Notet Subse- 
quent investigation revealed that ZUBKO'a Fragebogen, 
whioh he completed when applying for immigration, did 
not mention either a wife or eon, Father van CUTSEN* 

ZUBKO's employer, stated that ZUBKO never mentioned a 
wife or son.) If it had not been for your oomradely 
advice to return to the Fatherland, apparently I would 
still be in those terrible oamps, living a miserable

ANCLES 10 maintained that he hardly knew ZUBKO and 
had spoken to him only for short periods of time on two o r th ree 
different oooaslons. ANOLESIO stated that he considered ZUBKO 
emotionally and mentally ill and therefore avoided him* As an 
indication that he and ZUBKO were not friends, ANGLESIO pointed 
out the fact that the envelope containing the letter had . .

in the oaznp* ANGLESIO was afraid that suoh a letter would inter- 
fere with his proposed Immigration to the United States where 
his son, Anatoli ANGLESIO, now lives.

IISOGUB reported to the Undersigned that on 2 June 1952 
Fedir HAJOTKO* a resident of Camp Parsoh received a letter from 
iiUBKO r/hloh wa£ addressed to (fnu) EEIDAJEKKO In UP Can© Hell* 
brunn, HAJ1KK0 read the letter and immediately claimed that it

Good day* Kir. Godajenko* 

In this small letter I decided to thank you tot 
fhe adrioe as a result of which I now have the opportunity 
to he among my orn people. The Husaians reoeived me very 
well beoause I came to them voluntarily* They do not evtn 
have me under guard. Bight now I am at a collection point 
and am awaiting being sent to the fatherland. If It had 
i.ot been for your comradely adrioe to return to the father* 
land I would apparently still be in those terrible oampe 
and living my wretched existence since I believed in the 
lies of the Americans against the Russians and was afraid 
to return to the. Fatherland. Only you told me the genuine 
truth about the Russians. you f or that. How I will 

be a human being. There are still many who remain fools 
due to the American propaganda. Help them to find the road 
to the Fatherland.* I am certain that nothing bad will come 
to anyone who comes to the Russians in aooordanoe with your 
advice. vr hen I t?ld the representative of the Soviet Command 
that I came to than because of your advice* then their re* 
lationship toward me beoamc quite different. Apparently 
your activities me well known here. I wish you success In 
your future work on behalf of the Fatherland. By the tins 
you reoeive this better I will probably have left Austria 
and therefore I d:!d not givu my return address. I will try 
to write from Kiev.

According to LISOOUB thejre was a (fnu) HEIBAJENKO or 
(fnu) GAIAJiSKKO in Camp HellbrunnJ, ( Agent *e Note i An effort 
is being made to identify this personality more definitely*) 

}. On :19 June 1952 the Undersigned interviewed Father 
Mar o el Van CUTSEN regarding hie knowledge of ZUBKO. Van CUTSEN 
stated essentially, the followingt 


He first beoame acquainted with ZUBKO sometime in 
1948 or 1949 when a Russian BP (NU) told Van CUTSEN that ZUBKO 
needed help and was also interested in religious work and con* 
t emplated taking the necessary training for the prieethood* 
ZUBKO hied been rejected for immigration to the United States. 
Sometime later Van CUTSEN offered ZUBKO the opportunity to work 
for him so that he could earn money and by working with him 
learn about the work of a priest. According to Van CUTSEN 
ZUBKO had difficulty working without constant supervision and 
after - several months the relationship between the two proved 
unsatisfactory. ZUBKO left voluntarily to find other work. 
After ZUBKO quit working for Van CUTSEN he began to tell his 
BP acquaintances that Van CUTSET was a murderer and had tried 
to put poison in hie coffee. Z7BK0 went to the Orthodox Arch* 
biahop and to the Austrian Police with this story* In several 
months Van CUTSEN was contacted by a doctor (KU) working for 
t; ; International Belief Organization* The doctor told Van r 
CCISEN that he had examined ZU3K0 and found him to be suffer- 
ing from a persecution complex and warned Van CUTSEN that 
ZUBKO hated aim and felt a need to harm him. Sometime later 
ZUBKO came to Van CUTSEN and to\d him that he needed help* 
that he could not hold a Job moie than a few 6 aye , and that 
hd had 'been.-' ^ejected for immigration to the United States 
again; V.^^OUTSEN tried to j help ZUBKO find employment but 
eVehtuialiy 'lpet : toubh with him* (C— 3 ) 
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JjY 4* On 26 June 1952 the Undersigned Interviewed Anatol 
^PZTROV/SKI in the Russian language regarding hia knowledge of 
ZUBKO, AKGLESIO and GODAJEKKO. PEFROWSKI had previously written 
a letter- 'to the Undersigned stating that he knew all three men, 
knew about the two denunciatory letters and wanted to make a 
statement concerning the affair. PETROWSKI stated that at one 
time AKGLESIO approaohed him and asked him to help ZUBKO es- 
tablish a dining hall in Camp Farech. AKGLESIO allegedly stated 
that he knew ZUBKO very well. PETROtfSKI had told AKOLBSIO that 
even if ZUBKO could obtain permission to open a dining hall in 
Camp Parach, such an, enterprise would require a considerable 
amount of initial capital. AKGLESIO told PETROWSKI that he would 
be willing to advance the necessary money to ZUBKO if the camp 
authorities would permit the dining hall to be opened. Acoord- 
_ing to PETROWSKI, ARGLES::o 1 b a person of questionable <&araoter. 
fie appears to. spend a considerable amount of money although he 
has no. definite work or means of support and evidently has not 
hejld a regular Job since as came to Austria. PETROWSKI stated 
that he saw GODAJEKKO with ZUBKO on only one occasion and they 
appcser*ed to be onthe friendliest of terms. GODAJERKO does not 
steem to seek associations with Mother Russian DPs and for this 
J^ason j PETROWSKI remembered seeing him with ZUBKO. PETROWSKI 
thought that ZUBKO was generally known in BP circles as an 
abnormal man and a trouble-maker. (C-3)

%hd OQDAJERKO; FETROVJSKI’s etutemente concerning ARGLESIO are 
pmbajyly enured by his personal dislike for the man* PETROTOKI 
"stated that he had asked ARG1EII0 for financial support for.his 
v (PL^ftOtfS£ll a) Russian Liberatiou Movement (ROD) and had never 
met with success* 
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It is the opinion of the Undersigned that the letters are 
intended to confuse the local DP situation and therefore do not 
represent reliable information concerning AEGLl'SIO’a and 
Cbr/.JI^Kb f e political beliefs* However, the poeeibility exists 
that AKGliSIO concealed the true extent of his relationship with 
^TOItO. Investigation regarding 4UBE0, AKGX&SXO end GODAJTXKO 
continues and reports will be submitted as information becomes 
available. 
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
